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Alternative 5 would connect the haul road directly to Main Street and would reconfigure Main Street, Medford Street, 
Bunker Hill Street and Mishawum Street in order to improve roadway connections and reduce conflicts. Alternative 5 would 
cost approximately $8.3 million exclusive of property acquisition and unanticipated environmental remediation costs.
